Subject: Approve second/third readings of an ordinance to annex the Bunny Run Annexation Area for full
purposes (approximately 6 acres in Travis County south of the intersection of Bunny Run and Live Oak
Drive) and establish I-RR and I-SF-2 interim zoning designations for portions of the annexed area.

Prior Council Action: Public hearings were held on September 25, 2008 and October 2, 2008. First
reading was approved on October 23, 2008.

The Bunny Run Annexation Area (approximately 6 acres) is located in Travis County south of the
intersection of Bunny Run and Live Oak Trail. This area is currently in the city’'s ETJ and is adjacent to
the full purpose city limits to the east. This area includes six single family lots, four of which are currently
connected to a recently built city wastewater line.
